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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the Maddox/Picolet device is not 
a universal device that may be used on differnet portions of the body. However, the Maddow/Picolet device teaches all the structure of the 
claimed invention, and therefore, would be fully capable of performing the same functions. Applicant's claims are apparatus claims and 
therefore if the prior art teaches all the structure, then it reads on the claims. Applicant argues that modifying the Maddox device with the 
Picolet device would render these inventions inoperable. However, Applicant has provided no evidence or support to why the modification 
would render the inventions inoperable. 
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
